2 Document D1 , wtiich is considered to represent the most relevant state of ttie art, 
discloses a folded blank similar to the one defined in claim 1 . From this, the subject- 
matter of independent claim 1 differs in that lateral panels (11,10) overlap and cover 
the preferential fold line (25). 

2.1 The subject-matter of claim 1 is therefore novel (Article 33(2) PCT). 

The problem to be solved by the present invention may be regarded as adding 
mechanical strength or rigidity to the fold line (25). Additionally, the present invention 
has the advantage of enabling a blank with non-rectilinear edges to be processed by 
a carton forming machine. 

2.2 The solution to this problem proposed in claim 1 of the present application is 
considered as involving an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT) since none of the 
available prior art suggests such a blank folding arrangement. 

2.3 Claims 2-1 3 are dependent on claim 1 and as such also meet the requirements of the 
PCT with respect to novelty and inventive step. 

3 Document D1 , which is considered to represent the most relevant state of the art, 
discloses a method for preparing a folded blank similar to that defined in claim 14. 

• From this, the subject-matter of independent claim 14 differs in that: 

- each lateral panel will overlap a corresponding preferential fold line; 

- fastening the second outer portion to the other part.
